GENERAL {Your petitioners, cilizans of Tu- 
bac, and the Sauta Croz Valley, County of Pin 
ma, Territoryof Arizona, most reapectially ro- 
preszat that the people are being continually 
barrassed by hostile Inaians, murdering their 
citzens, or stealing siosk; that they have 
suffered and ore auifsring grentar losses by 
these depredations than any portion of the 
country that they are too far removed trom 
any military poat to receive timely succor or 
protection; that from the valley of the Santa 
Cruz, the several military posta desw a larga 
propartion of their supplies, bat that a great 
portion of the country is unsettled from fear 
of the hostilo [ndiana ; that it is not unfrquent- 
ly that ali the animals of a train are stolen 
and some or all the persons connected there- 
with killed . 

For these and many other equally potent 
reasons we would ask that a com pany of sola 
diers be established at Tubac, or some placa 
in the yaléey, tor the batter protection of its 
citizens, and your petitioners will as in daty 
bound evet pray, &e. :

hostile Indians of Arizona, The frequent 
raids upoo the San Pedro settlements, the 
recent destruction of property and loas of life 
atthe Cienega and the late captured sud 
destraction.of maila together with the mutder 
of passengers pnd employes on the Bastera 
mail route would saem to have demanded the 
intervention ofa persistent and powerful effort 
on the part of the troops to cheek an-uprising 
which bade fair to devastnte the whole extent 
of country between Tucson and the Burro 
Mines; and an effort ofthis character is not 
only contemplated, but has actually been or- 
dered, With thatvery oMcient officer, Lieut, 
Cushing, to carry ont the orders of the Gen» 
eral, wo have reason to expect the most satis- 
factory results, The following is the letter:

The wreck js located forty miles 
north of the San Bernardino and Fort Yuma 
road, and thirty mileswost of Dog Palm i, a 
well known watering place on the desert, The 
road across tho desert has been travelled for 
more than one hundred years.
